Surgeon of First Engineers on 


Food For the Side 


TRAVEL RATIONS WERE PLESTT. 


Bat They W«i« Not Proper Sapptiet For 


Invalid*—Refuted to Gt<r« Ration* to 
Thoie lu HIM Cure-Got IMOf>r«ut Variety 
Fruiu KeJ CI-OH Society—Made No B«- 
quUUloo on Government. 


Washington, Oct. U-.—Dr. Louis TJ. 


Seaman, major and surgeon of the First 
volunteer en;ciin.vrs, was the forenoon 
witness bHvie tht; war investigating 
commission today. He saw service in 
Porto Kico, and has been riuoled as mak- 
iijg serious chm-gts against th« manner 
of conducting the war. He asked that 
he be jx-imitted to have present in the 
room, as a friend, E. !•". Ayreault, an at- 
torney of New York. The request being 
granted, he said he would rather atlirni 
than be sworn. He declined ty stand uj 
tor the ceremony, saying: "1 will sit; 
I don't have to stand up." No obji'ctior, 
was made on the part of the commission 
and the testimony proceeded. 


Dr. Seaman said he had never seen any 


military service before the betjinnins 
of the present war, but he had studied 
at Princeton and afterwards in London, 
Berlin and Furls. After joining the 
service, and before ginns to Porto Rico, 
he was stationed with his regiment al 
Cump Tow nseiid.
